‘The Granite City Council has 
requested its attorneys to study 
a request by: former Manpower 
employe James Dunn for about 
$3,600 in back pay he feels is due 
him from when he was em- 
ployed in the city's Fire 
Department. 

Dunn was employed under, 
Manpower in the Fire Depart- 
ment when Manpower ruled 
late last year that Manpower 
employes should be paid the 
same as regular firemen, since 
some regular firemen received 
automatic raises at the end of 
their probationary period, even 
though they were employed 
after the Manpower employes. 

Under Manpower guidelines, 
when an employe with less 
séniority than the Manpower 
workers receives a raise, the 
pay of the Manpower employes 
must be raised equal to that of 
the employes with less 
seniority. 

‘The city would have been 
required to pay the difference 
between. the $833 per month 
maximum Manpower would 
pay and the approximately 
$1,050 per month some firemen 
make, in order to comply, Fire 


Chief Don Parente was told. 

Manpower officials were 
consulted and ruled the city had 
120 days to bring the Fire 
Department into compliance 
with the rule. 

The six Manpower employes 
were kept at the same salary for 
120 days and were dismissed 
Feb. 26, the deadline date. 

Ina letter to the City Council, 

Dunn said he feels the city 
violated Manpower rules in not 
elevating his pay to equal that 
of promoted firemen from about 
18 months until his dismissal 
Feb. 26. 
+ He said he discussed the issue 
with City Attorney George 
Fileoff and Filcoff advised him 
to file a suit against the city, if 
he felt he had a claim. 

Instead, Dunn said, he wrote 
a letter to the council explaining 
his claim and adding, “It should 
not take the time and expense of 
a suit to determine that. And I 
assume the members of the 
council to be a group of men fair 
and just.” 

The council referred the letter 
to its Fire and Water Com- 
mittee for study and a 
reeommendation.

While the new state road 
program totaling $512 million 
omits this region in the list of 
major freeway projects, it does 
include $37,280,000 to be spent in 
Madison, St. Clair and Monroe 
Counties to extend Interstate 
270. 

Governor James R. Thomp- 
son said Thursday. he is 
proposing — for 1977-78 — land 
acquisition, dredging, grading 
sand drains, archeology 
salvage, utility adjustments 
and seven grade separations for 
1-270, 

The circumferential route 
around the St. Louis 
metropolitan area currently 
lacks the southeastern portion 
of the highway circle. 

The new program mainly 
emphasizes rehabilitation of 
Illinois’ existing highways and 
streets. 

The ‘state’s road im- 
provement program, the second 
largest in the nation, is $31 
million less than last year's 
announced program. The New 
‘York road program, the largest, 
exceeds Illinois’ by $38 million. 

The Iinois July 1977-June 
1978 road program will create 
an estimated 47,000 jobs, Gov. 
Thompson believes. 

“The proposed road program 
is a prudent one which uses all 
available resources for repair 
and construction in the coming 
year, while enabling the state to 
pay the bills for $438 million in 
road repairs now under way,” 
the governor said. 

“This program also is aimed 
at helping protect the $50 billion 
investment in our present roads 
and streets by stressing repair 


or reconstruction of these 
facilities.”” 

The |proposed $512,400,000 
road plan is comprised of 
$280,600,000 in federal funds, $70 
million in state road funds, $100 
million from state Series A 
transportation bonds and 
$49,800,000 in local or other 
agency funds. 

An additional $12 million will 
be provided from pending 
legislation or Series A bond 
funds, he said. 

A major objective of the 
program is the repair or 
replacement of bridges on both 
state and local road systems — 
bridges that for the most part 
were built during 
1900s. 

Repair or replacement of 281 
bridges is scheduled. In ad- 
dition, 14 bridges or overpasses 
on the Interstate highway 
system will be rehabilitated 

“An additional 300 bridges on 
township systems will be 
brought up to modern, safe 
standards,’’ Gov. Thompson 
said, ‘‘when the General 
Assembly approves pending 
legislation.”” 

During 1977-78, a total of 525 
miles of roads will be widened 
and /résurfaced, rebuilt or

Colorful iron-on “‘Superpass” 
patches will signal the return 
this summer of the Bi-State 
Development Agency’s $1 
weekly bus pass for all young 
people age 19 and under, 
Executive Director Robert~J. 
Baier said during the weekend. 

‘The patches will be available 
at most pass outlets during the 
week of May 30 to June 4, when 
sales will begin for the first 
week's Superpass, valid June 6- 
12, 

The Superpass program will 
continue through Labor Day, 
Sept. 5. 

An average of 7,000 persons 
per week took advantage of the 
transit opportunities provided 
by Superpass in 1976, Baer said. 

Once purchased, the pass will 
entitle the holder to an 
unlimited number of rides on 
regular Bi-State local, Rapid, 
Express, Shopper Express and 
Orbit buses without having to 
pay base fares or additonal zone 
or transfer_charges. 

Superpass is not valid on Bi-

‘The service charges $50 per 
call for ambulance service 
inside | the city limits for a 
patient who is a resident of 
Granite City 

Ifa Granite City resident is 
picked up oftside the city 
limits, or is transported to a 
hospital or other point outside 
the city, the cost is $50 plus $1 
per “loaded mile” from the 
point where the patient was 
picked up. 

A non-resident, whether 
picked up in or out of the city; 
is charged $70 plus $1 per 
loaded mile from the point of 
pickup. 

Edwardsville, which is‘one 
of the only other two Madison 
County communities with 
ambulance services operated 
by fire departments, charges 
a stiffer fee. 

An Edwardsville resident 
picked up anywhere within the 
township (because the township 
contributes to the ambulance 
program) is charged a fee of 
$55. 


But a patient picked up in 
Madison County; outside of the 
Edwardsville township limits, 
is chatged $85. 

The cost is increased by $20 if 
the patient is taken to a hospital 
or other point outside of the 
county, 

A patient picked up outside 
Edwardsville township and 
transported, for example, to a 
Belleville, hospital could pay a 
$105 charge for the ambulance 
call, 

Collinsville, the other com- 
munity which has an am- 
bulance service operated by its 
fire department, charges a fee 
of $40 to a resident picked up 
inside| the city limits, and 
charges $55 to a patient picked 
up outside the city limits. 

‘An additional $10 js charged 
for transportation to a hospital 
outsidg the county.

Parente said that the city is 
attempting to. avoid use of a 
special tax rate, which could be 
levied up to 25 cents per $100 
assessed valuation.

Thomas Ambulance Service

Parente said a loss .of' time

“I thought it was better that 
we act directly on’ calls 
wherever possible,” Parente 
said. \ 

“T issued a directive to that 
effect and posted it in our of- 
fices at the hospital (where one 
of the ambulances is based)." 

According to Chief Parente, 
the directive was removed from 
the board and disappeared. 

He said the directive was the 
document referred to — as a 
“letter” — by Daniel Partney, 
candidate for mayor in the April 
city election and a member of 
the ‘Thomas Ambulance firm, 
during a discussion at last 
week's City Council session. 

In that meeting, Partney said 
he had a “letter” written by 
Parente in which he directed 
drivers and attendants not to 
call the Thomas firm for 
assistance, and said he “‘hoped"’ 
the letter was not of political 
implication. 

Partney said at that time that 
he believed the city should 
adhere to its “‘agreement” with 
the Thomas firm in the handling 
of ambulance calls. 

It was asserted by Alderman 
Sam Whitmer, serving as 
mayor proptem, that there was 
no agreement between the 
Thomas firm and the city. 

Partney’s suggestion was 
referred to the council's Traffic 
Committee for further 
discussion.

Sanitary district 
‘given manpower 
grant of $376,688 


Approximately: 50 workers 
will ~be employed by. the 
Madison County sector of the 
Metro-East Sanitary District’ 
under a $376,688 grant by the 
Madison County Manpower 
Development Program. 

Russell Robinson, president 
of the sanitary district board of 
trustees, said the grant will 
permit maintenance — im- 
provements on the Hartford 
Cana] and the Nameoki ditch. 

Robinson said a grant by the 
St. Clair County Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) of about $75,000 also is 
expected by. the district to - 
emplay:24 workers who. would 
be used to dredge Harding 
ditch, 

The Madison-County Portion 
of the sanitary district lies in 
Granite City, Venice, Nameoki 
and Chouteau townships. 

Dan Churovich, director of 
the Madison County Manpower 


program, said the employes, 
which will be hired by his office 
and then assigned to the 
sanitary district, will be paid 
the same as district 
employes up to $10,000 per year. 

An additional 100 employes 
may become available to the 
district later t6 be paid from 
special project’ funds which 
Churovich said have not yet 
been received. 

‘According to Robinson the 
Madison County funds will 
enable the district to employ 
four foremen, eight leadmen 
and 38 laborers. In St. Clair 
County a crane operator, an 
oiler and 22 laborers would-be 
hired. 

Robinson said the main- 
tenance jobs that will be per: 


_mitted with the Manpower 


funds will permit work the 
district would be otherwise 
unable to do because of a lack of 
employes. 


Some school workers to lose 
‘77 unemployment insurance 


School employes who will be 
returning to their jobs in the fall 
will not’ be able to collect 
unemployment insurance this 
summer, according to Don 
Hamner, unemployment in- 
surance manager of the Granite 
City office. 

Legislation passed in October 
by Congress specifically denies 
benefits to school employes 
covered by supplementary 
unemployment assistance if 
they have “reasonable 
assurance” of returning to their 
jobs when the new school term 
begins 

Previously, only teaching, 
administrative and research 
personnel were denied benefits 
between terms 

James C. Hutchins, ad- 
ministrator of the Illinois 
Bureau. of Employment 


Security, stressed that the state 
is required to administer the 
new law. 

“Since this is a federal 
program, federal law deter- 
mines ' the eligibility 
requirement,” he said. “In the 
past years, teachers and ad- 
ministrative personnel have 
been excluded from collecting 
benefits between terms, but 
non-professional employes such 
as bus drivers and cafeteria 
workers have been eligible. 
This year, that has changed.” 

In 1978, -SUA will be 
eliminated and school employes 
will be covered by state 
programs. The _ Illinois 
legislature must decide the 
question of school employe 
eligibility during the current 
legislative session, Hutchins 
said. 


Fewer road deaths 


Rural fatalities continue to 
show a decline in_ Illinois. 
Provisional figures released by 
Lynn E. Baird, superintendent, 
State Police, indicate that this 
year to date, 323 persons died on 
Illinois highways due to traffic 
accidents, a decrease of 14 from 
last year. 

There were 141 fatalities in 
Illinois during April 

Troopers in, District 11, 
Maryville, commanded by 
Captain Albert J. Bertagnolli, 
investigated 340 April traffic 
accidents resulting in six 
fatalities, To date this year, 
District 11 has had 34 rural 
fatalities, down 16 from the 
same period in 1976. 

“In order to further reduce 
accidents, we must also be 
concerned with city driving,” 


the captain said today. “There 
are numerous intersections that 
we drive through each day — 
many hazardous. 

“Follow these five rules for 
intersection safety: 

1. “Know your laws  per- 
taining to intersections and 
know what you are going to do. 
“2. “Show your intentions. 
Signal 100 feet in advance of the 
intersection and 200 feet in rural 
areas. 

3. “Slow down for all in- 
tersections. Poise your foot over 
the brake peda); this eliminates 
reaction time and you can stop 
sooner. 

4. “Never assume that the 
other driver is going to stop at 
the stop sign or red light. 

5. ‘Always be alert for 
pederstrians,’’. Capt, Ber- 
tagnolli advised.

Sigma Firefly Scientists Club

young catchers have dusted off 
their nets to help science in a 
serious business — catching

Fireflies are considered a 
valuable source of rare 
chemicals known to research 
scientists and chemists a8 the 
substrate, ‘Luciferin,” and the 
enzyme, “Luciferase.”

GC School Board to oppose bill to 
give hearings to dismissed teachers 


Granite City School Board 
members last week voted to 
send letters to state 
representatives and senators 
from this area opposing three 
pending pieces of. legislation. 

House Bill 904 would give 
teachers honorably dismissed 
due to enrollment cuts or fund 
squeezes the opportunity to call 
for a hearing on the dismissal 

Supt. B. J. Davis estimated 
each hearing costs $4,500 of 
which the state pays only $2,000. 
He noted 61 teachers were 
honorably dismissed by the 
district effective the end of this 
year to guard against over- 
Staffing next year. Most will be 
rehired when positions become 
available for next year. 

He said passage of HB 904 
“would be like giving tenure 
rights to non-tenure teachers,” 
and that the district could not 
afford to pay for the hearings. 

The other two bills the board 
is objecting to would have no 
direct bearing on the Granite 
City school district,’ but would 
affect smaller school districts in 
Southern Illinois and elsewhere.

But the levels are still 
high enough to reach ozone 
advisory conditions in all parts 
of the state," Lynch continued. 
Last year, ozoné. advisory 
conditions were reached 52 days 
at the Wood River monitoring 
station, the most advisories of 
any station in the state. 
Quincy was second with 34 
and the Chicago community of 
Hillside was third with 32. 
An ozone advisory is the first 


stage of Illinois’ four-stage air” 


pollution alert system for the 
public. 

Ozone advisory é¢onditions 
occure when concentrations 
reach a Itvel where people 
‘ery susceptible to air 
pollution” should adjust their 
physical activity to avoid ex- 
posing themselves to the 
pollutant. 

Five Yellow Alerts were 
declared last summet — three 
for the Wood River atea (north 
of the Hartford Canal), one for 
the City of Chicago and one for 
Waukegan. This type of alert is 
detlared when ozone Starts to 
affect the general publi¢. 

The highest ozone level ever 
recorded in the state occurred 
in Waukegan last summer, just 
a few days after the monitor 
was installed. Prior to that date, 
the highest level was tecorded 
at Kenwood High School in 


Chicago.

SIUE women students not yet 
in majority but ranks growing 


Student enrollment at 
Southern Ilinois University at 
Edwardsville during the 
_current quarter. is more or less 
the same as it has been for the 
past six years, with the major 
change in enrollment occurring 
in’ the increased number of 
women attending classes at the 
university. 

Enrollment statistics _ from 
the Office \of Admissions and 
Records show that 10,604 
students are enrolled for the, 
spring quarter. Robert Bruker, 
director, noted that, average 
spring quarter enrollment for 
the past six years has been 
10,675. 

Total enrollment took a brief 
climb during 1972 and’ again in 
1976. However, in most years, 
the spring quarter enrollment 
has hovered |close to the six- 
year average. 

The number of 
enrolled during the spring 
quarter narrowed the dif- 
ference between. male and 
female enrollment 
significantly. 

For the first time in six years, 
and possibly since SIUE was 
established, the number of 
‘women attending here is almost 
the same as the number of men. 

There are 5,482 males 
enrolled during the current 
quarter, compared with 5,121 
female students. 

Statistics show that 6,408 
males were enrolled’ during 
Spring 1972, with 4,800 
females. The following 
spring,’ 5,966 males were 
enrolled, with only 4,542 


women 


female students. 

During spring 1974, there 
were 5,694 males enrolled and 
4,406 females. The next spring, 
male students numbered 5,969 
and there were 4,658 females. 
Last year, 6,063 males and 4,951 
females attended the university 
during the spring quarter. 

“I believe that women don't 
feel as confined to the 
homemaker role as they once 
did," Ed Soliday, assistant 
director of admissions and 
records, said,’ “and they see 
fulfillment in a_ college 
education." 

Soliday said that if this trend 
continues a few more years, he 
anticipates larger enrollment 
of women. attending the 
university than men. 

A breakdown by classes 
shows that the current quarter 
enrollment includes 2,217 fresh- 
men, 1,924 sophomores, 1,824 
juniors, 2,220 seniors and 91 non- 
degree students. 

At the graduate level, there 
are 2,197 students attending the

House budget 
chairman will 
speak in-area 


On May 16, shertly after 
Congress is scheduled to adept 
the resolution which serves as a 
control for Congressions} ap- 
propriations and taxation ac- 
tivities during the year, the 
chairman of the Hoyse Com- 
mittee on the Budget will be on 
the campus of Southern Hlindis 
University at Edwardsville to 
discuss the federal budget. 

Robert N. Giaimo (D.-Conn.) 
is chairman of the committee 
which may well become one of 
the most powerful in. Congress, 
according to Don McCabe, 
assistant professor of govern- 
ment and public affairs at 
SIUE. 

Giaimo will make a public 
speech, “The Federal Budget: 
Its Implications for Educational 
Development and Change,” 
Monday, May 46, at 2:30 p.m. in 
Science Building Room 1105. 
Prior to that, he will meet with 
McCabe's class on Public 
Financial Administration at 
10:30 a.m. in Peck Building 
Room 3306. 

Giamimo's committee is one 
of two, one each in the House 
and Senate, created in 1974 as 
part of far-reaching reforms 
designed to give Congress more 
effective control over the 
budgetary process. 

McCabe said these ¢om- 
mittees were designed to 
provide Congréss with the kind 
of total, comprehensive view of 
the budget which it had not 
previously had. 

“As part of this process, these 
committees (in the House and 
Senate) must report by April 15 
of each yeat a concurrent 
resolution setting budget 
targets and priorities for the 
coming fiscal year," McCabe 
said. 

“These include a target for 
the total budget—as well as 
spending targets for individual 
areas such as defense, income 
security or natural resources 
and energy.” 

In addition, McCabe said, this 
resolution established targets 
for the revenues which must be 
raised during the year and sets 
the amount of the deficit or 
surplus. 

Once voted by the entire 
Congress—it must be adopted 
by May 15—the. resolution 
serves as a control for 
Congressional appropriations 
and taxation activities during 
the year. 

“This is the process in which 
Congress is now engaged,”’ he 
said.

Crash report 
rule change 
being sought 


Illinois motorists wouldn't 
have to report an auto accident 
to police unless damage 
amounted to $250 or more under 
a bill sponsored by State Rep. 
Everett G. Steele (R-Glen 
Carbon). 

Current laws require an 
accident report when damage 
totals $100. The bill last week 
Passed the House and needs 
Senate approval and the 
governor's signature to become 
law. 

“With today’s inflated auto 
Tepair costs, a minor scratch in 
a minor accident can easily cost 
well over $100," Rep. Steele 
said. “Having to file a small 
accident report to the state for 
this type of accident is an in- 
convenience to the motorist and 
a nuisance. 

“In many cases, it jeopar- 
dizes a. driver’s insurance 
coverage or forees an increase 
in his auto insurance rates. 

“This legislation (HB 982) 
would also reduce the workload 
for the .Department of Tran- 
sportation,” Rep. Steele added. 

“They're currently working 
to alleviate an eight-week 
backlog in processing accident 
reuels. The same kind of. 

icklog for local police 
cae cage 
to. spend much of their time 
filling out minor accident 
reports.” 


During Hoyse oe Rep. 
Steele said in support of his bill: 
“This law hasn’t been changed 
ih 25 years. The filing of small 
nuisance reports is jeopardizing 
the insurance coverage of many 
of -our citizens and, in some 
instances,‘¢ausing the rates of 
others to unnecessarily go up. 
The $250 amount is a much 
more realistic figure in view of 
today's inflationary costs.”

5 Cosmetic change in Sanitary District won’t prevent abuses 


Not much is accomplished, perhaps, by 
saying, “We told you so.” But we did. 

When we urged separation of the Quad- 
City area and East St. Louis area segments 
of the East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District along the Madison-St. Clair Coun- 
ties boundary, the objective was to make 
that taxing agency more accountable. 

With part of the five-member board 
elected in one county and part in the 
other, there was no single constituency to 
react favorably or unfavorably to specific 
board actiOns and policies. The two 
widely-separated communities had. dif- 
fering mechanisms for achieving con- 
sensus and there was no way to coordinate 
their responses to abuses: of hiring and 
buying procedures.* 

Rep. Monroe Flinn and East St. Louis in- 
terests who rejected trying for such a 
solution instead backed largely cosmetic 
changes. The old district was phased out 
and a new one, the Metro-East «Sanitary 
District, was created. 

Accountability that otherwise might 
have been achieved by making the’ board 
positions appointive was lost by continuing 
the divided, bi-county structure.*The lone 
supposed improvement was the new 
requirement that a professional engineer 
would have to be hired as administrator, 
with less direct participation by thé policy- 
setting board. 

Now that the five-member hoard~has 
been brought to full strength, with the St. 


Clair County Board collectively choosing * 


members rather than the board chairman, 
the Quad-Cities again find themselves out- 
numbered. 

The final (third) St. Clair board member 
has been convicted and sentenced on a 
gambling charge. 

The man then chosen as executive direc- 
tor has past political involvement, having 
been a frequent candidate and having 
headed the State Community College 
board. He in the past filed for bankruptcy 
and was a Levee Board attorney. 

There is concern here that one of the 
worst Levee Board practices, payroll pad- 
ding — curtailed for a long period under 
the leadership of such board members as 
Venice Mayor William M. Ebersoldt — 
will now reappear. Quad-Cityans may have 
been partly at fault for such.abuses long 
ago but not in recent years. 

Property taxpayers simply cannot afford 
a return to “business as usual,” with 
numerous levee jobs filled but little work 
done. 

The chickens have come home to roost 
once more, regarding some St. Clair Coun- 
tyans’ cavalier attitude toward the Sanitary 
District. And, with their assessments 
growing rapidly, Quad-Cityans are certain 
to have to foot a big part of the bill. 

The unnatural marriage of two different 
areas, one putting up a lot of the money 
and the other guiding the spending, ought 
to be ended. The “facelift” didn't work. 


. Impressively sponsored health services bill has bad flaws 


Comments by Collinsville Herald — Vic 
Canty, St. Clair County Board chairman, 
has drawn the attention of the news media 
to a major tax increase that the legislature 
is proposing to pass on to the citizens un- 
beknownst to most of them. 

Companion bills sponsored _ by 
prestigious Senator Terry Bruce (SB 827) 
and House Speaker William A! Redmond 
and 176 other House members may well 
sail through to passage without serious 
problems, With that kind of backing, they 
appear to be set to pass. ‘ 

They shoulda't. 

They require every county to set up a 
County Health Services Board, ‘Without 
referendum (except a “backdoor"* referen- 
dum that would have to be.sought by ten 
per cent Of-the voters) the county board 
would impose a 15 cents per hundred tax. 

It would not be required to, but might, 
add a 10 cents per hundred mental health 
tax, which again would be without referen- 
dum unless ten per ‘cent of the voters 
petitioned for an election to discontinue it 

There are provisions now for creation of 
county health departments by referendum, 
and some welfare-conscious groups in 
Madison County have agitated periodically 
and ineffectively for creation of, such a 


district, but it can only be done now by 
referendum, 

The new department would supersede 
other county tuberculosis arrangements. 

The new law would require the counties 
to create the department. And to pay for 
it. 

If they didn’t do it by the added tax, they 
would have to pay for it out of the general 
county fund. 

But they would have no choice. 

Big counties like St. Clair and Madison 
might have some need for a health services 
department empowered to investigate, en- 
force and carry out programs and recom- 
mend standards, and own property and 
deal with tuberculosis and mental health, 
and contract for health services. 

Perhaps they ought to have the option of 
choosing to create and pay for such ser- 
vices, as they may do on limited scale 
now, or so we thought. 

Requiring small counties that have a 
hard time providing the basic county ser- 
vices, to create a ‘new department that 
could not be of a scale to be worthwhile, is 
wrong. 

Requiring the large counties to create 
such services is wrong. Give them the op- 
tion, perhaps, but don't require it. 


Laetrile might lull patients into omitting other treatment 


Laetrile, a medication made from 
apricot pits ...is it a mirale cure for can- 
cer? Quad-Cityans are among those who 
have faced such questions and reacted by 
traveling afar to obtain Laetrile treatment. 

The problem with cured victims has 

nothing to do with their own personal 
médical histories. Many who took Laetrile 
also received extensive cobalt treatment or 
chemotherapy. Whatever portion or por- 
tions of their treatment proved successful, 
they’are happy and grateful. 
, Concern has developed now that so 
many patients have flocked to legislative 
panels to tell their stories. They seek 
government sanction of Laetrile, and have 
succeeded in achieving it in Indiana. 

The problem is that, if Laetrile is not ef- 
fective but many future cancer victims 


neyertheless believe in it, they may narrow 
their recovery prospects by taking it and 
omitting radiation or chemicals or surgery 
or other recognized medical techniques. 

This would be tragic and surely should 
not be encouraged, no matter how deeply 
various recovered patients may feel about 
the possible reasons for their cure. 

It is noteworthy that Dr. Jonas Salk, 
developef of the polio vaccine, said Satur- 
day in Decatur at a Central Illinois world 
affairs conference that Laetrile should not 
be legalized. “Since it failed to qualify as 
safe and effective, it should not qualify 
legally in our country,” he said, adding that 
it could set a precedent for authorizing 
other drugs that might be unsafe, inef- 
fective and capable of misleading the 
public.

Area's future depends on Columbia 


To the Editor: 

The St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority is 
responsible for developing a 
new major airport to serve the 
St. Louis region at the 
Columbia-Waterloo site, which 
has been approved by the 
federal government. 

The inajor expansion of St 
Louis's role in the operations of 
American Airlines is further 
evidence of the need to move 
forward promptly in acquiring 
the Columbia-Waterloo site 

There are signs on many 
fronts that the pause in air 
traffie expansion of fecent 
years has given way to a new 
growth trend. 

These developments confirm 
our previous findings that the 
saturation at Lambert will 
occur in the 1980s. 

Bear in mind that Secretary 
of Transpértation Brock 
Adams, in his temporary 


decision on suspending federal 
funding for site acquisition at 
Columbia-Waterloo, warned of 
capacity problems at Lambert 
by 1990. 

‘This warning was based on an 
optismistic view of Lambert’s 
potential for improventyat, 
coupled with forecasts ich 
were the most pessimistic and 
which obviously did not an 
ticipate such expansion as 
American's 44 per cent increase 
in St. Louis flights. 

We should take very seriously 
the words of Blake W. Schultz, 
American's general manager 
for St. Louis. 

He said last week, “This is a 
historic step for the future of 
commercial aviation in St 
Louis. 

“The new connecting patterns 
firmly establish the city as a 
major airlines crossroads. 

“If the patterns are suc- 
cessful, ‘then St. Louis could 


become as large a center as 
Chicago and Dallas-Fort 
Worth.” 

There is no way that Lambert 
can be improved to serve that 
kind of traffic. Chicago's 
O'Hare, and the Dallas-Fort 
Worth airports are among the 
world’s largest. 

As Secretary Adams pointed 
out, “I cannot ignore the clear 
danger signals flowing from the 
recent studies of Lambert 
Airport capacity and demand.” 
The inevitability of Columbia- 
Waterloo remains — and the 
future of St. Louis depends on 
the new facility. 

Thus, St. Louis has a unique 
opportunity and a challenge but 
unfortunately it cannot be met 
at Lambert.

Q. What government funds 
are available to help pay for 
nursing care at the federal, 
state or local level? 

A. Together, the Medicare: 
and Medicaid’ programs are 
now paying about two-thirds of 
the nation’s nursing home bill. 

Most of this comes. from 
Medicaid, a federal-state 
program financing medical 
assistance to those who do not 
have the resources to pay their 
own way. 

In Illinois, more than 40,000 
residents of nyrsing. homes 
receive Medicaid support. 

The homes are reimbursed 
for their services by- the State 
Department of Public Aid 
according to the intensity of 
care provided. 

Medicaid covers certain types 
of skilled nursing care following, 
a hospital stay, but does not 
help pay for care that‘is con- 
sidered custodial. 

Medicare's coverage of 
nursing home treatment is also 
limited to 100 days 

The State Department of 
Public Health licenses nursing 
homes, shelter care homes for 
the aged and certifies them for 
participation in Medicare and 
Medicaid. 

At the local level, townships 
are authorized to enter into 
agreements with long-term 
care facilities to purchase 
nursing care for the elderly 
poor. Townships may use 
general assistance funds for 
this purpose. Counties have the 
power to establish county 
nursing homes and to levy taxes 
to support their operations.

What about Medicare 
coverage in a skilled) nursing 
facility? 

A. Sometimes patients no 
longer need all the services that 
hospitals provide, but still need 
daily skilled nursing or 
rehabilitation servites as in- 
patients.

chain caught it 

Another woman hurt her toe 
when her thong-clad foot 
slipped into the generator belt. 

—A child of four, playing 45 
feet away, was struck in the 
head by a piece of wire that was 
picked up and thrown by a 
mower and ricocheted off a car. 

—A man, 70, leaned over to 
pick up a rock and lost two 
fingers in the power mower. 

—An ll-year-old lost two 
fingers when trying to remove 
grass from the discharge chute. 

Lawn and garden tractors 
and riding rotary mowers are 
generally easy .to operate 
safely. You can prevent ac- 
cidents with a heavy dose of 
good common sense. 

Follow these safety tips and 
pass them along to others: 

1, Read the owner’s manual. 
Note all operating and safety 
instructions. 

2. Know the controls and how 
to stop quickly. 

3. Disengage the power to any 
attachment and stop the motor 
before leaving the seat. When 
mowing, give the rotary blade 
ample time to stop before 
dismounting. 

4. Keep children out of the, 
work area. Look behind you 
before backing up, and don't 
move until you're sure that no 
one is nearby. 

5. Reduce speed when turning 
sharply and when working on 
slopes ‘to prevent tipping. 

6. When mowing’ with a 
garden tractor or riding rotary 
mower; plan to work up and 
down, rather than across, 
slopes if possible. You are much 
less likely to overturn. If the 
slope is too steep for safety, 
mow it by hand or plant ground 
cover. 

7. Don’t stop or start suddenly 
when going uphill or downhill. 

8. When mowing, clear area of 
objects that might be picked up 
and thrown. Then watch out for 
hidden hazards — holes, roots, 
drain pipes and the like. 

9. If you hit a rock or stump, 
stop and inspect the blade shaft 
for damage. A damaged blade 
could cause vibration and might 
even “‘let go.” 

10. Never put your foot to the 
ground while moving — there is 
much danger of the blade 
striking it.
